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Officer's problems stemmed from Vietnam 


A Middlesex Superior Court 
judge has ruled that Vietnam 
Service related stress, and not 
the stress of police work, caused 
problems which led Dennis 
Rooney to seek retirement trom 
the Wilmington Police Depart 
ment 

Rooney had 
manager Buzz 
seeking hospital and 
expenses and lost pay, based on 
what Rooney claimed to be a 
psychological disability which 
arose from incidents involving

In his Justice An 
drew G. Meyer gave the opinion 
that the town was not liable 
under Chapter 41 of the General 
Laws, for Rooney's lost pay or 
gave the 


medical expenses. He 
opinion that Rooney has a valid 
service - connected disability 

Meyer's 18-page decision 
gives a detailed picture of the 
including a recap of 
Rooney's Vietnam experiences. 


Rooney survived a plane crash 
and repeated enemy attacks in 
which many of his friends were 
killed. The decision also men: 
tions many incidents which 
Rooney recounted from his 
service as a Wilmington police 
officer, which Rooney claimed 
led to his psychological 
disability 

The town manager said that 
the case is significant, because 
there are at present, several 
other cases in Massachusetts 
where Vietnam veterans are 
pressing similar disability 
claims 

Stapezynski said that Justice 
Meyer's decision was also 
noteworthy, in that it explored 
thoroughly Rooney's problems, 
and gave a ruling in favor of the 
town, while going to great 
lengths to understand Rooney 

On page 14 of the ruling, 
Justice Meyer writes: “Dennis 
Rooney carries mental and 
emotional wounds from the 


Vietnam War just as painful as 
any of the physical wounds. He 
is a casualty, not of police work, 
but of a cruel, fierce, thankless 
war. Like many another Viet 
nam veteran, he is now among 
us as a “walking wounded,” 

Justice Meyer's writing 
continues: “Much has been said 
about Dennis Rooney as a man. 
His character deserves some 
comment since it reflects on his 
credibility, I found Dennis 
Rooney to be courageous and a 
patriot, truthful, and, strangely 
enough, conscientious. On ec 
casions both in the Marines and 
as a police, he broke rules and 
made mistakes. His behavior as 
a policeman was frequently 
inappropriate. He over reacted 
He was physical when he should 
have been restrained. at times 
he dealth poorly with teenagers 
and their parents 

But dealing with juvenile 
delinquents is a tricky job at 
best.” 


Justice Meyer had to evaluate 
the testimony of several 
psychiatrists, and he ultimately 
found Dr. James G. Beck to be a 
more credible expert than the 
other men 

According to Meyer's writing,

County tax 


The Middlesex County 
Commissioners have reduced 
the payment, in monies owed by 
the cities and towns to the 
county for the second half of 
fiscal year 1983 

There is an additional surplus 
of money on hand from the 
previous year’s budget, the 
commissioners have stated. The 
amount of necessary spending 
for the present year was lower 
than had been initially an- 
ticipated. This amount further 
reduced the total payment of all 
cities and towns in the county by 
almost 15 percent when com- 
pared to the fiscal 1962

Boy Scouts granted 
variance for carnival 


Lawrence Flaherty, Scoutmaster ot 
Troop 58, Boy Scouts, was granted a special 
permit Tuesday evening by the Wilmington 
Board of Appeals. Mr. Flaherty wants to 
operate a carnival on grounds of St 
Dorothy's Church for the purpose of fun: 
ding his Boy Scout Troop. It is, for Mr. 
Flaherty, an annual event 

Permission was granted. The troop is all 
ready for a carnival with the carnival 
properties already on the property 

Things were not as easy for Harold Allen 
Sr. of Lexington, owner of the former 
Charles Blaisdell property at 1 Lowell St 
‘The Blaisdell property has sold kerosene 
and other fuels for about 30 years, prior to 
the purchase of the property by Mr. Allen, 
who owns a company named Rainbow 
Fuels 

Mr. Allen was appealing the decision of 
the building inspector, who had denied the 
right to store and sell propane gas from the 
property, as a permitted use. There was 
considerable opposition. He was denied a 
special permit 

Thomas Duggan of Hillcrest Street had 
no problems in his appeal. Mr. Duggan 
wanted to add 25 feet to his home which ts 
already non-conforming according to the 
zoning bylaw, He sought to erect the ad 
dition in the front and side yard, in an SRA 
zone, The sites he had chosen had the space 
needed, and the board of appeals voted in 
favor 

Kwon Yin Tam had difficulties. Mr 
Kwon operates the New Canton Restaurant 
on Lowell Street. It is a non-conforming 
structure, meaning that when it was 
constructed a special permit had to be 
granted for a variance from the zoning 
bylaw 

The building inspector had refused a 
permit to add to the building. Mr. Kwon 
appealed. Unfortunately he had_ not 
discussed his case with any builder or 
architect 

Without a comprehensive idea of what 
Mr. Kwon was seeking the board of appeals 
was unable to make a decision. Mr. Kwon 
was given a two week period in which to get 
advice before he again has to appear before 
the board of appeals. Member Carol 
Robbins volunteered to go down and look 
over the place, possibly with the idea of

helping Mr. Kwon know what he wants to 
know 

Anthony Trimarchi of Wisser Street 
appeared before the board. He wants a 
variance, so he can erect an addition to his 
home, within the required reserve side 
yard 

Trimarchi explained that an uncle was 
coming down from New Hampshire to live 
with the family and more room is needed 
The appeal board gave no immediate 
decision 

Alan and Julia Sargent of Shady Lane 
Drive had no problems with the board of 
appeals, They seek to add to their home 
Technically what they were seeking was to 
enlarge an already non-conforming use, for 
a home. 

It turned out that the couple seek to add a 
half dormer to their home. The addition 
would go straight up, and nothing would be 
added to the sides of the building. The 
appeal was granted. 

Robert and Cynthia McLaughlin of Oak 
Street had the same kind of problem. The 
lot they own is only 38 feet wide and any 
enlargement of the home seems to speil 
trouble in that case. 

But they did not seek to enlarge their 
home. They sought to “go straight up,” and 
the board of appeals voted in favor 

But, in view of the size of the lot, the 
planning board member who was present 
suggested to the couple that they may want 
to talk over any problems with the board of 
health before they proceed 

Ernest Burns has a problem 

He owns a lot of land on Marion Street 
Extension. it is almost on Chestnut Street 
indeed that street is only about a quarter ot 
a mile away 

The problem is that Marion Street Ex 
tension is in Wilmington, a “paper” street 
Permits to build on “paper” streets will not 
be granted until the street is paved or 
bonded for pavement, ete. etc. That's the 
law in Wilmington, It is a part of the “of 
ficial map” law 

Mr. Burns was granted the right to erect 
a home. But, first he has to pave Marion 
Street Extension all the way to Chestnut 
Street. That can prove to be expensive 

Manifestly he was unhappy about the 
decision.

Pizza can also be 
nutritious, particularly if it is 
topped with vegetables. 

“Similarly,” she say 
natural foods are not necessarily 
nutritious. C ola bars, for 
example, are high in calories and 
low in nutrients. 

“In evaluating their child's 
nutrition, parents should assess 
the entire day's food intake, not 
just a particular snack or meal,” 
says Ms. Henry.

The University of 
Massachusetts-Amherst is 
helping reduce a serious shortage 
of math and science teachers in 
our’ nation’s schools with an in 
novative program developed by 
the University, private industry 
a group of Massachusetts school 
systems, the State Department of 
Education and the Massachusetts 
High Tech Council. The Math 
Science-Technology Education 
Program will recruit math and 
science graduates to a 14-month 
program of courses and business 
internships leading to a masters 
of education degree and teacher 
certification at the secondary 
level. So far, nearly 200 qualified 
graduates in math and science 
have applied for 20 openings 


“We've become so used to 
thinking of an oversupply of

To attract math and science 
graduates to teaching, he said, 
the UMass program will make 
“the economic incentives more 
attractive’ and will offer 
students “the attraction of being 
in on something new, of having 
ongoing contacts with people in 
high-tech industries where there 
are things happening, new 
products coming out, new 
techniques and so on 

How will this be accomplished” 

What we've done is gather a 
consortium of companies from 
the greater Boston area and a 
consortium of public school 
systems from that same area. 
together with the University of 
Massachusetts. We put 
together a package kind of 
program in which students spend 
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shortages in math & science areas 


Among the industries that have 
joined in the new program, he 
said, are Hewlett-Packard, Data 
General, Digital and the First 
National Bank of Boston 

“The result of all this is that 
even during the training phase 
students will get not a huge 
lary, but certainly more than a 
livable salary for someone 
straight out of college. And after 
that, they will have the option of 
continuing their part-time em 
ployment in participating in 
dustries so that they will in 
subsequent years earn sub 
stantially more than a beginning 
teacher would otherwise. In 
addition, they will keep their hand 
in with the companies where 
they've been doing their in 
ternship 


Students will participate in the 
program for two summers and 
one academic year, after which 
with a master's degree and 
certification to teach, they will be 
obligated to commit themselves 


they can go full-time industry 
they can work out a teaching job 
within industry, go part-time 
fifty-fifty industry-schoot 

whatever they can work out. We 
think this is attractive because it 
gives students career options. 


In addition to teacher training 
students will also learn “the new 
technology and how it might 
affect high school teaching and 
teaching in general in the near 
future.

Rush to open IRA accounts 
may shift economic outlook

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they are late — and continue to invest in IRAs 
— “it could adversely impact the govern- 
ment's tax take in April and May." 

Wall Street observers also believe the big 
surge in investing could help to raise stock 
prices. ‘To the extent that they are investing 
in stocks and bonds, it should help the stock 
market or help to lower interest rates," Mr 
Moskowitz says 

Interviews in most of the major retail 
brokerage houses and in some large mutual- 
fund groups indicate investors are putting 
their money in the stock market. ‘Last year 
most of the new money went into our money 
market fund,” says Clark Gates, a Dreyfus 
Corporation official. ‘This year a lot of the 
money is going into funds that invest in equi- 
ies.'" Dreyfus is opening up 2,700 new ac- 
counts a week 

In part, the surge in new IRAs has oc- 
curred because a significantly greater num 
ber of individuals are eligible to invest. In 
1981, only individuals who were not covered 
by an employer-sponsored pension plan were 
eligible to set up an IRA. However, after Con 
gress changed the law, every income earner 
is now eligible to set one up 

In addition, points out Rick Lawson, assis- 
tant vice-president for product management 
at Security Pacific Bank in Los Angeles, last 
year the consumer was “bombarded by ad- 
vertising.* This advertising, he says, “‘cre- 
ated a lot of confusion,” since individuals 
were uneducated about IRAs, Jamie Shaw of 
Great Western says: ‘There was such a me 
dia blitz last year; it got people confused and 
they backed off from setting up IRAs.” This 
year, Mr. Lawson says, the consumer is bet 
ter informed about IRAs 

Across the country, bankers and brokers 
report a flood of new IRA accounts. At Merrill 
Lynch, for example, Donald Underwood. 
manager of retirement plans, says the com: 
pany is opening up 5.000 new IRA accounts a 
day, and “The numbers are rising every 
day.” Many people, he notes, are opening up 
IRA accounts for both 1982 and 1983. And, in 
some cases, couples are making this invest 
ment, which amounts to $4,000 apiece. 

The same is true at E. F, Hutton, where 
Gary Strum, first vice-president, states: “We 
are doing as well as Merrill or better." As the 
April 15 deadline approaches, he says, "IRA 
business is just walking in the door.’ One 
young E. F. Hutton account executive has 
opened up 250 new accounts in the last 3 
weeks ~ and he has only reached the letter F 
in his list of customers. 

At Shearson-American Express, Richard 
Weisshappel, director of the personal client- 
services group, says the IRA business is 30 to 
35 percent ahead of last year 

Moreover, in the next two weeks everyone 
expects the business to get better. Coniments 
Mr. Strum, “People tend to wait until the last 
moment if it involves writing a check."" 

In addition, advertising is beginning to 
pick up. Robert Hutchinson, a vice-president 
at Manufacturers Hanover Trust in New 
York, says he plans to start running newspa 
per and magazine adds to spark more inter- 
est. So far this year, the bank's IRA accounts 
are running 50 percent ahead of last year's 
pace. The same is true at Security Pacific, 
where, Mr. Lawson says, new accounts are up 
50 percent. And in the next two weeks he ex- 
pects more new accounts, since the bank just 
completed a mailing to 250,000 credit-card 
customers that included the suggestion that 
they fund the investment by borrowing 
against their line of credit 

For those who truly wait until the last 
minute, there is still hope. At Charles Schwab 
& Co,, a discount brokerage house, the com: 
pany plans to stay open until midnight, April 
15. “I don't know the number of people who 
wait until the last day to file a tax return,” 
Mr. Schwab remarked. But he added, “I've 
done it myself, and I do know the opportunity
